Fortunately 
this plan of the administration failed 
and under 
democratic

The issue between the president 
and the democratic party is not one 
of tax reduction or of the conserva­ 
tion of capital.

We 
oppose the so-called nuisance taxes, 
sales taxes, and all other forms o 
taxation that unfairly shift to the 
consumer the burdens of taxation.

His external appearance was de­ 
void of pose, and he seemed heavy 
and solid.

His black 
hair was cropped close, his face 
was pale and expansive his nose was 
decidedly booked, his eyes heavily 
underlined, and his beard as black 
as coal. A German newspaper be­ 
came popular over night by calling 
him the “Assyrian King.”

iPolitically. Stinnes was an idol 
of the German People’s Party, form­ 
erly the National Liberals, which he 
was said to have financed after the 
revolution.
